The Retrenchment Sham. 
Unmasked. 

After tho debate 011 Jlouday night 
ono would imagine tho Government 
would not havo much to say about its 
retrenchment policy. The debate 
which aroso in Committee of Ways 
and Means completely tore away the 
mask and exposed tho sham in all its 
ugliness. The Ministry had indiscreet- 
ly placed at the end of tho estimatos 
•what purported to bo a "Comparative 
Statomoiit of Salaries, for tho year 1872 
and 1873. " According to this state- 
ment a reduction of over thirty-six 
thousand dollars has boon effected by 
the present Ministry, a reduction 
■which tho Premier and his organ havo 
been Haunting before the House and 
tho country. The incorrectness, the 
impertinent dishonesty ofjthis compara- 
tive statoment was pointed out and ex- 
posed by several members. The Member 
for Namviino brought clown the figuro to 
fifteen thousand dollars. The senior 
Member for Cowichau brought it a thou- 
sand lower. The senior Membor for Vic- 
toria City, who from his position in tho 
late Ministry and a careful examination 
into tho matter, was enabled to deal more 
fully and accurately with facts and 
figures, reduced tho vaunted thirty-six 
thousand dollars of pretended retrench- 
ment down to thirteen thousand! In other 
.words, ho proved that the comparative 
statement contained twenty-three thou- 
sand dollars worth of, to use tho mildest 
term, falacios — amounts wrongly, if not 
dishonestly, placed there by the now 
Ministry for tho purpose of buying popu- 
larity at the expense of truth and of the 
old Ministry, lint ho did not evon leave 
Ministers tho consolation of tho paltry 
thirteen, thousand. He rather more than 
intimated that it was doubtful whether 
they had really saved a single dollar. Tho 
exposure could not well havo 
boon more completo. It was most scath- 
ing; and, coming from a gentleman who 
never does anything for mere political 
effect, it was certainly most damaging to 
the Government. The stolen plumes ware, 

.. one by one, ruthlessly torn away. vSo 
much for a Ministry that went in on the 
"Retrenchment" cry. To use homely 
phrase, it has turned out to be "all cry 
and no wool." lint it is not alone in tho 
comparative statement that evidence of 
the hollowness of Ministerial professions 
is to be found. Look at Ministerial sala- 
ries. With a show of retrenchment, the 
Attorney-General's salary is put at 5:2,500; 
but, then, it was stated that he is to havo 
fees for every case in which he acts as 
Crown Prosecutor, and, ai was clearly 
shown by Mr. MeCreight, that will bring 
his salary at least up to its old standard. 
But, in addition to all that tho Attorney- 
General is to enjoy the freo praetieo of 
his profession. Now it appears to bo 

. ([uite certain, that, with almost no official 
duties to attend to during about 9 months 
iu the year, with an efficient Clerk of 
long experience and considerable legal at- 
tainments to aid him, and with the great- 
ly improved professional status conferred 
by his official position, the private prac- 
tice of tho Attorney-General will really 
be worth more to him than it would be 
wereho in no such position. Tho following 
will, therefore, bo found to bo about tho 
bill of fare provided for tho Attorney- 
General by tho loud-mouthed retrench- 
ment Ministry : Salary, 82,500; Crown 
prosecution foes, SI, 000; Sessional In- 
demnity, $250; Private practice, say, 
53,500;' total, 87,250. Not bad to take, 
ell? Turning to the salaries of the Pro- 
vincial Saerctary and the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, it is found 

. that they are still retained at tho former 
high figure, 33,500; add to that the ses- 
sional allowance, and it will bo seen that 
each of these gentlemen draws $3,750 a 
year from the public purse. But this is 
not all. They, too, continue their pri- 
vate profession or business. It will be 
conceded that tho Provincial Secretary's 
profession should bo worth four thousand 
dollars a year. Assuming, for tho sake of 
argument, that ho is enabled to retain 
only one-half, we have 82,000 to add to 
the former amount, whi-'h would make 
tho annual income of the Provincial Secre- 
tary, S4,i 50. That of the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works cannot be es- 
timated at less. It. in all probability, 
will amount to considerably more. It 

. may be said that tiie private income of 
these officers is altogether their own af- 
fair. So it is in a sense; but it is for the 
public to consider what would bo a fair 
and proper amount to pay them in con- 
sideration of the three or four hours a 
day they devote to official duties. It 
must bo remembered that tho Province is 
in an exceptional condition. Tho total 
revonuo derived from local or Provincial 
(■sources still falls far short of meeting the 
expense of carrying on tho Government. 
Tho people are fow and poor. Every in- 
terest is stagnant or depressed. At such 
a time and under such circumstances, tho 
country cannot afford, and ought not to 
bavo boon askod, to pay such extravagant 
salaries. But not only have tho Ministry 
kept their salaries at tho old figure. They 
have actually created another Dopart 
mont, at an expense of $6,552, the orna- 
mental head of which is to havo 83,500 a 
year ! This is retrenchment with a ven- 
geance ! 

Strong Contrasts. — While tho very 
barbarians in our midst, when employed, 
rnceiro XI sterling per week for 
their services, the clover girls and women 
in England »ro toiling away at 10s. only 
for the same time. Ono of tho results of 
their labors is tho construction of Valen- 
tines. Encouraged by tho avidity with 
which the sentimental ones, moro especi- 
ally, woro snapped up last Valentino's 
Day, we wero induced to order a larger 
varioty for the approaching ono. They 
are more diversified in appearance, and al- 
most too intensely to tho point in Cupid's 
Art. They aro quite in time for those 
•who wiah to ply their pranks abroad. We 
feol a delicacy in recommending the comic 
ones, bocauso they are so much tho ro- 
vorso, and partake too much of tho nature 
of our new local publication, tho Comet.— 
T. N. Hibhh w & Co. »*«

Every person qualified to vote shall have seven votes, 
being one lor each Councillor to he elected, hut he mav 
vote tor any less number than seven: Provided always 
that he shall not cast more than one voto in favor of 
any ono candidate, or vote on more than one occasion;

Assembly 

SECOND SESSION. 

Friday, Feb. i. 

The Speaker took the Chair at 2:05 o'- 
clock. 

N. W. FIRE DEP.UiEMENT. 

Mr. Holbrook asked if an appropriation 
is intended to bo made to the New West- 
minster Fire Department, out of miscel- 
laneous services not detailed in the esti- 
mates? 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos— It is not. 

WILD LAND TAX. 

Message from the Liout. -Governor en- 
closing a Bill for the imposition of a Wild 
Land Tax, was read, and the House wont 
into committee thereupon, Mr. Todd in 
iho Chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that ho propos- 
ed to alter the Act of last year so as to 
impose an ad valorem tax of (sity) 1 por 
cent on the value, instead of a specific tax 
of 4 cents per acre. The hon. mover said 
he had considered the opinion given by 
the late Attorney-General of this Pro- 
vince and also the opinion of tho Minis- 
ter of Justioe, and he (Mr. Walkem) 
thought that Dominion lands only vvero 
untaxable; and that the hind of tho Rail- 
way Company could be taxed under a 
Wild Land Tax Act. Ho moved that the 
committee report the Bill. 

Mr. Humphreys asked if tho Bill was 
intended to put an additional tax on pas- 
toral lands ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— No. 

Mr. Bunster said a specific tax should 
be put on wild lauds in tho Province so 
at to make speculators disgorge and pro- 
Tent tho driving away of intending settlors. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — That will coma up 
in committee. 

The resolution was adopted and tho 
committee reported. 

RETURNS. 

Hon. Dr. Ash submitted returns as to 
the amount of monies oxpended for im- 
migration purposes. The total oxpouses 
were shown to be 83455 74. 

Also, returns of officers who had fur- 
nished security for tho faithful perform- 
ance of their duties.

On motion of Mr. Semlin.thia Bill was 
passed. 

ORAVINO DO«K. 

House went into Committee on the 
Esquimau Graving Dock, Mr. Saul in the 
Chair. 

Mr. Robertson rose to move an amend- 
ment to the Government resolutions, and 
complimented tho hon. Premier upon tho 
care with which ho had considered tho 
subject. The figures of the Premier were 
based upon the supposition that the Dock 
would cost £100.000; but he (Mr. Robert- 
Bon) thought it would bo better for the 
House to consider whether it would not 
be better ror the country to abandon tho 
idea of building a dock that would cost 
so largo a sum and put up, instead, one 
of Clarke's Patent slips, which would cost 
about half that amount. The hon. Pre- 
mier proposed to ask the Dominion to 
make tho work a national one; failing 
that, to increase the guarantee to l 1 /, per 
cent, on £120,000 for 25 years; or, thirdly, 
that tho Dominion Government will grant 
and pay to the Province such sum of 
money as will insure tho construction of 
the Dock in lieu of the guarantee. It 
appeared to hiui that tho result of the 
passage of tho Premier's scheme would bo 
to delay the matter for another year. 
There could be no second opinion as to 
the importance of this work. This guar- 
anteo was tho most reluctantly consented 
to of any of tho Terms by tho Canadian 
Government. What had been tho result 
in Canada of the good terms given us by 
the Canadian Government V A spirit of 
hostility had been engendered towards 
that Government which had weakened it. 
New Brunswick had no Graving Dock at 
present, and if this little Province secur- 
ed beoter terms what was there to prevent 
Now Brunswick coming forward and de- 
manding still better terms? Some time 
ago some gentlemen in this city got up a 
petition to the Canadian Governmont 
praying that tho terminus of the Railroad 
might bo fixod at Esquimalt. Tho unswor 
was the usual diplomatic ono, That tho 
application would be considered, but that 
the torms wore in the nature of a Treaty. 
Hon. Mr. DoCosnios— When? I This had 
son proved by Dr. Helmckon boforo the 
rivato Bills Committee. The hon. gen- 
tleman proceeded to quote from the 
Standard report J what the lion. Pre- 
mier had said in introducing his sehonie 
about having a fourth schome. 

Hen. Mr. DoCohiiioh protested against 
any newspaper report being quoted in 
this House. That report was not correct. 

Mr. Robertson— This is the Standard; 
tho hon. gentleman's paper. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said lie never in- 
terfered with the reports in that paper. 
If the hon. gentleman stood in his (Mr. 
DeCosmos') shoos ho might do otherwise; 
but he (Mr. DeCosmos) never interfered. 

Mr. Robertson---!! I stood in tho lion, 
gentleman's shoos I would seo that I was 
correctly ropt rted. [hear. J Mr. Robert- 
Bon oontinued that ho had given the lion. 
Premier credit of having a scheme to Pro- 
peso should theso resolutions fail in thoir 
object; but it now appeared (from his own 
showing) that ho had no othar sohenjo' 
Tho Canndian Government would not do 
so suicidal a thing as to evoke further op- 
position by giving British Columbia bet- 
ter terms, and tho whole matter resolved 
itself into this: That tho work would be 



delayed for another year. Ho represent- 
ed a constituency which had tho most 
direct interest in tho success of this 
schome; but he would rather voto to 
knock it on the head instead of dolaying 
for an indeliuito period this great work. 
Ho called on the Government to allow 
this matter to go to a Speoial Committeo 
to report a scheme that will insure tho 
speedy commencement of the work. He 
hold that if tho reports of such speeches 
as that ho was considering were scattered 
broadcast over tho land, they 
would have a most pernicious etl'oct. Tho 
Province was entirely froo of debt and 
was $20,000 ahead. There was never a 
time in the history of tho Province when 
it was bettor ablo to push this work ou. 
A competent engineer had said that n 
dock could bo built hero for £50,000; the 
Hunter's Point Dock at San Francisco 
only cost 6384,000. Why should #500,- 
000 bo expendod hero for that purpose ? 
Tho hon. Primier's schome would bo to 
delay the matter for another year. Ho 
therefore moved that tho Committee riso 
in order to move tho following resolu- 
tion: — 

"Resolved, That n Special Committee 
bo appointed to enquire into the best 
moans of building a Graving Dock at Es- 
quimalt; such Committee to consist of 
Messrs MoCreight, Robinson, Walkoni, 
Robson and Robertson." [Hear.] 

Mr. McCreight supported tho motion 
of tho hon. member for Esquimalt and 
exposed at some length the "fallacy" of 
the hon. Premier's scheme. Ho thon pro- 
ceeded to propound a scheme for the 
construction of the Dock by means of 
loans spread over a torin of years so that 
tho interest would not amount to more 
than $7,000 or §8,000 a year. Ho asked 
if tho House had so little confidence in the 
Province to fear to contract a loan to* bo 
paid 13 years hence when wo had asked 
the Dominion Government to build a rail- 
way from ocean to ocean. If wo had no 
more faith in tho Province wo had bettor 
leave it. Ho scouted the idea of bettor 
terms being granted; and said that if tho 
Treaty was opened it might bo to our dis- 
advantage. The Dominion Government 
know what they were doing and tho Dele- 
gates know what they were doing when 
they arranged the Terms. It was tinder- 
stood that the guarantee would 
not be sufficient to build tho Dock — 
merely an assistance to it. If we 
asked tho Dominion Government to give 
us money for this purpose the answer 
would bo that wo wore gettinga yearly sura 
of £00,000 per annum for the Navy, and 
wore afraid to put our hands in our poc- 
kots to help oursolvos. Now that this 
place was likely to bo the terminus of one 
transcontinental railway, and Puget Sound 
was likely to bo the terminus of another, 
he thought it could scarcely be said that 
this Province would not bo ablo at tho 
end of tho thirteen years to meet the loan, 
principal and interest. Thero would be 
no use in our going to Canada to beg for 
money, when we already had bettor terms 
than any of tho other Provinces— at least 
they said so. Ho felt there was not the 
slightest use in asking for bettor terms tho 
effect of which would be to postpone the 
commencement of the Dock for another 
year. 

Hon. Dr. Ash, whose remarks were al- 
most inaudible in the Reporter's Gallery, 
supported tho Government scheme. 

Mr. Smithe looked on the Government 
schome as an attempt to shift the respon- 
sibility of building the dock from tho shoul- 
ders of this Government to that of the 
Canadian Government. [Hoar.] As this 
Government had failed to propound a feas- 
ible scheme, ho thought the next best 
thing would bo to adopt tho amendment. 
A rrood Dry Dock at Esquimalt need not 
cost more, if as much, as tho dock at San 
Francisco. That sito was blasted out of 
solid rocks, some of them sunken. No 
such obstacle existed at Esquimalt. The 
hon. Premier hud said that the Dock 
would only pay two por cont., and right 
ou too of that ho predicts that this is to 
bo a great commercial entrepot. If that fi- 
gure wore correct- of the Dock in 15 or 
20 yean; was not to pay more than that wo 
had better drop it. However, ho did not 
believo in tho correctness of that calcula- 
tion. Any Government going to tho Do- 
minion with such a statement would bo 
laughed at, and rightly so. The Graving 
Dock at San Francisco pays eight per 
cent, on the cost, but it is conducted and 
was built at a great expense. No such 
sum as 8400,000 would bo necessary in 
constructing' a dock at Esquimalt. Ho 
held that the Government was afraid to 
tacklo tho subject. The propositions 
were such as he was sure tho Dominion 
Government would not entertain, and it 
was mere waste of time to discuss them. 

Mr. Robson could hardly give tho Gov- 
ernment credit for sincerity in introducing 
the propositions, all of which ho believed 
would fail, and the matter would be 
put ofi' for another yo.tr, Very large sums 
were being lost to tho Province every 
year because there was no Graving Dock 
hero. He did not believo the Canadian or 
the Imperial Government would bo dis- 
posed to treat this as a national question, 
He Jcomplainod that the Government did 
not furnish any evidence that the scheme 
would bo favorably entertained at Otta- 
wa. Ho (Mr. Robson) had tho best 
means of knowing that it would not be on- 
tortained. He feared that delay would 
result in tho British Naval Station being 
established at Valparaiso. Nanaimo ami 
Burrard Inlet offered greater natural ad- 
vantages for a dock; but Esquimalt alono 
had boon irrevocably fixod on as tho sito 
for the Dock. The proposition, if accept- 
ed by this House, would only rosult in 
another twelvemonth beingdost in toying 
with this important (iohomn. 

Mr. Booth thought that the Dry Dock 
was a national scheme and should novnr 
have come into the tonus at all. H° 
would never pledge his constituents to 
build this Dock; and as for a cheap Dock 
it would not allow men-of-war to enter it 
and, consequently, the guarantee would 
never bo furnished. 

Mr. Bunster was strongly in favor of 
tho Provinoe building I he Dock, and re- 
garded tho Proniier's scheme as absurd. 
Ho had a small stake in the Provinoe and 
did not object to being taxed when tho 
object was to oncoiua ;o immigration and 
build up happy homes in tho country, 

Mr. Holbrook supported tho Govern- 
ment schome, dooming it practicable and 
wise. 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos summed up tho 
arguments advanced in opposition to tho 
scheme and claimed to have as deep an 
interest in Esqiiiinalt (as ono of its mem- 
bers in tho House of Commons) as its 
Members in tho Lp<mi IJouso, Tjo said 
tho scheme of the late Government did 
not agreo wjth tho propositions presented 
by tho two members of that Governmont 
to-day. With rospout to tho opposition 
evoked by tho British Columbia Torms ho 
had hoard tho Loader of tho Opposition 
in tho House of Commons say last year 



that he considered tho Opposition pledg- 
ed to carry out tho Terms with British 
Columbia. Ho eould not say positively 
what fate his schemo would meet with at 
tho hands of tho Dominion Government; 
hut ho believed it would bo successful. 
Ho asked hon. gentlemen if thoy had con- 
sulted thoir constituents as to the pro- 
priety of incurring a debt of §500,000 for 
25 years ? He repeated that tho Domini- 
on Government wore prepared to hoar 
this Government's figures. 

Mr. Robertson said that if the hon. 
Premier woro a now member of this Houho 
he (Mr. Robertson) would not find fault 
with him for distorting his remarks ;but as 
the hon. Promier was an experienced de- 
hater, Mr. Robertson felt it duo tohimsolf 
to restate'tho propositions laid down by 
him in moving tho amendment. Ho said 
ho had quoted from tho Standard news- 
paper, and tho hon. Promior-had inter- 
rupted and said that lie was not correctly 
roported in that paper. Why had not the 
hon gentleman risen to a question of pri- 
vilege, ns ho would in any other c«Be ? 
He had not done so and the report had 
gono forth to tho country as his proposi- 
tion. Ho (Mr. Uobertton) had said that 
tho effect of the Premier's resolution 
would be to delay tho Government for ono 
yrar, and bo bad contended that tho Do- 
minion Government would not accede to 
the demands. He had produced argu- 
ments which tho Promier had not attempt- 
ed to refute because he eould not. If tho 
Province wore not prepared to build a 
£100,000, dock ho suggested a cheaper 
one. If a whole loaf eould not bo had lot 
us tako half a loaf. Ho had no objection 
to trying to get better Terms; but let a 
Committee of practical and fairminded 
men, who had the interest of the country 
at heart, take into consideration the mat- 
ter and report a schemo that would work 
it' the resolutions failed. The matter was 
before tho House last session and tho 
Ministry were granted time in which to 
inako arrangements for tho construction 
of.the Dock. The result had proved that 
it could not bo built by private parties. If 
wo went to Canada with tha arguments 
of the hon Premier in our mouths wo 
should be asked, Are you afraid to rnn in 
debt to the amount of $15,000 a year? 
The Dominion Government will not build 
the Dock as a national work; and if they 
will not incroase the guarantee the House 
will have to deal with the question again. 
Mr. Robertson concluded by saying that 
ho had reiterated his proposition to toach 
tho hon. Promier, or any othor hon. gen- 
tleman, that he would not allow his argu- 
ment to bo distorted or words to bo put 
into his mouth that he had not used. 

The motion to rise was lost. Ayes — 
Robertson, Smitho, Oogan, Bunster, Mc- 
Creight, Robson, Humphreys, Mara. 
Noes— DeCosmos, Walkem, Beaven, Ro- 
binson, Armstrong, Ash, Todd, Barnston, 
Semlin, Duck, Hughes, Booth, Holbrook. 

The original resolutions were thon car- 
ried by a similar vote. 

Committee rose and reported the reso- 
lutions and tho House adjourned till 
Wednesday at 2 p.m.

Jastern States* 

New y<iK, Feb. 4 — The Trsbnne claims 
to have rivato advices from tho West 
Indies of) new movement by the insur 
gents inian Domingo which it thinks 
may pro"! hostile not only to President 
Baez bu to the infant colony at Santa. 
Two reviutionury chieftains, Cabral and 
Superonhitherto hostile to each othor, 
have no' coalosced at Port au Prince and 
it is thtr intention, probably, with the 
ossistane of the Haytien court to begin 
a vigortis and united campaign against 
Baez. 

A Caputta dispatch states that the city 
of Lohjrae, in the territory of Soinde 
was norly destroyed by an earthquake. 
Tho dhunity came with such sudden- 
ness tht escape was impossible. At the 
first carm tho inhabitants rushed from 
thoir louses into tho streots, where many 
wero .dlled by fulling buildings. Up- 
wardiof live hundred persons nro sup- 
posed to have perished. Tho earthquake 
was fit many miles away. Tho inhabi- 
tantsuf Lohuree after the first consterna- 
tion led with thoir goods for tho moun- 
tains 



The correspondent of the New York 
"Herald" who came hero it search of 
what did not exist, made up his mind 
at St. John, N. B., that Canada 
does not want annexation. Ho says: 
"Canada is at this moment the happi- 
est country on the face of tho earth. 
She has neither a atanding army nor 
navy, and yet she is abundently pro- 
tected as if she owned tho power of 
Russia. Sho has no taxes to pay, or 
thoy are so insignificant as to be barely 
appreciable. She discriminates fifteen 
per cont. on her imports, and thus 
while raising a rovonuo, fosters the 
growth of home industries. Grime 
is rigidly punished. Murderers never 
escape the gallows. The morale of 
the public service is far higher than 
our own. Judges are not commonly 
bribed, and public opinion has not yet 
left its influence in exercising a whole- 
some restraint on tho conduct of those 
who havo important trusts committed 
to their charge. Tho legislative branch 
of tho governmont is carried on with 
great economy. Cases of corruption 
are rare, and when they do occur the 
offenders are bIiowii no clemency by 
society." 

American and English relic hunters 
who frequont Paris have a good deal to 
answer for. To satisfy thoir demands a 
class has sprung up of negoaiants en 
mines, who bribe minor officials to steal 
pieces of public monuments, relics from 
important buildings burnt under theCom- 
muno, a morsel of tho clothes of ny cele- 
brated man, ito. This traffic is very prof- 
itable, to judge fiom tho following iteus 
extracted from ono of theso dealer's cata- 
logues: — " Fragments cornice from Nap- 
oleon Ill's bedroom at tho Tuileries, £4; 
stone stained with tho blood of Generals 
Locomto and Thomas, £2; Bcrap of felt 
from Napoleon I.'s hat £0; pieces from 
tho new funeral monument at Le Bonrget. 
£i to £'20.' 

Construction of Vessels. — From 
Washington dispatches of the 9th inst., 
we(6Vi!f//e Dispatch) have this intelligence: 
The House Committee on Commerce agreed 
to-day to report favorably a bill providing 
for tho construction of several vessels with 
an aggregate measurement of 5U,I)00 tons 
The bill provides that ono fifth of tho num- 
ber shall go on tho Pacific, one tifth on 
the Gulf, and three fifths on the Atlantic 
coast, the builder to receive bounties as 
follows: On wooden ships, $P2 a ton each 
year for fivo years; on iron ships, 815 a 
ton for tho same period. The only re 
quiremont is that those vessels shall form 
certain linos of transportation for tho same 
period.

Some of them 
will los.: their feet, others their hands and 
fingers. Tho road botween Wichita and 
tho buffalo range is strewn with buffalo 
bides and meat abandoned by thoir own-
